HERETICS. 


Anti-Catholic lecturers and writers love to stir up resent- 
ment in their hearers or readers by telling them that the 
Catholic Church calls them “heretics.” It is not likely that 
many of the people know what the designation “heretic” 
means. St. Paul frequently speaks of heresies, and his letter 
to Titus speaks of a “heretic,” and, in theology, the word 
“heretic” refers to those who reject all or any single point 
of divine revelation. It is a word which in our day seems to 
be peculiarly offensive, and it is probably less used by Catho- 
lics than by Protestants. Not long-ago, Billy Sunday said in 
Chicago: “There are a lot of God-forsaken infidels and 
heretical preachers standing out in orthodox pulpits, spout- 
ing and pouring out damnable lies.” What if a Catholic 
priest had said this about Protestant ministers? But Billy 
Sunday was not reprimanded even when he particularized 
as follows: 


“l know preachers that are preaching more tommyrot 
and falsehood than ever David Swing of this city preached 
when they kicked him out. I know Methodist preachers that 
are preaching ten times more tommyrot than Dr. Thomas 
preached when they kicked him out. 

“None are immune. I know Congregattonalist preachers, 
Unitarians and every other denomination that do the same; | 
know Baptist preachers that preach everything under Heaven 
but the truth.
